Shanghai, July.28. 

While the Japanese are busily: completing mopping- 
up operations in the vicinity of Kiukiang and sweeping 
floating mines from the Yangtse River, the main body 
of the Chinese forces which withdrew from Kiukiang has 
formed a new defence line south-west of the city. 

At the same time heavy Chinese reinforcements are 
pouring into the Kiukiang sector in order to stiffen the 
Chinese resistance. ae 

The Chinese authorities in Hankow believe that the 
next Japanese objective will be Tehan, which the 
Japanese severely bombed yesterday. ; 

According to Japanese reports twenty-five . 
forefgners who stayed in Kiukiang during the fighting 
are all safe and well. They were located by the Japanese 
after a house-to-house canvass, and comprise sixteen 
Catholic fathers and brothers aud nine American 
missionaries.

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Cooking Hints 


OLOUR some lumps of sugar 

with cochineal and store in a 

tin when dry.

“Japan js expanding her commer- 
cial shipping at the expense of the 
British and this is a matter which 
we should take seriously In hand, by 
subsidies to British shipping between 
{ndla, Japan and Australfa.” 

Lord Eltibank urged that the 
Government should continue to usc 
every form of diplomatic pressure and 
other means to induce Japan to see 
the British viewpoint. 

“¥¢ ls on the ultimate intervention 
of the modernte party in Japan that 
I place some hope for the future,’ he 
concluded, 


Wants War Stopped 

Lord Cecil, the well-known lender 
of the World Peace Group, pointed out 

’ that Great Britain had not yet cx- 
hausted all its powers in puttlng a 
stop to the SinoJapanese war 

“We have not the right to sit bere 
quictly,"” he declared 

“T would like to see this war 
stopped by some kind of measure 
against Japon rather than by giving 
the Chinese the puwer to fight’ more 
viporously than they are Aphtings. 

“Pressure upon Japan is more 
likely to be effective than assst 
to China,” 

Lord Halifax, Secretary of State for 
Forcitin Affairs, replying on behalf 
of the Government, said that the 
Japanese claimed that the actlon they 
Were taking was in defence of their 
interests in China, 


Will Discharge 
Responsibilities 

“We have every right to expect the 
dJapnnese to reeornt that if they 
have certain interests to protect we, 
‘too, have the same Interests, and we 
are not unmindful of our responsi- 
bilities, which have every intention uf 
discharging, 

“His Majesty's Government is 
aiready considering the — possible 
action open to us if we do not secure 
adequate considerations for the 
interests we have the right to pro- 
tect.” 

Referring to matters raised by 
Lord Elibank, such as the naviga- 
tion of the Yangtse and other inland 
waterways in China, the operations 
of the Whangpoo Conservancy 
Board, access to British property in 

~ Shanghai, ond British interests in 
railways in China, Lord Haltfax said 
that all these matters were at present 
under discussions between His 
Majesty's Government and the 
Japanese Foreign’ Minister. 

“Pending the outcome of this 
discussion, which obviously touches 
closely on British rights and interests, 

. Tam sure Lord Elibank will not

Discrimination Recognised

THE KWANGTUNG FINANCE 
DEPARTMENT 


We havo received Instructions 
from the Kwangtung Finance 
Department to tho following 
affect:— 

“In accordance with records 
on file, o transit tax should bo 
levicd on all goods passing 
the locality. It is our under- 
standing that goods are some- 
times shipped to Hunan and 
Hankow direct from Kowloon by 
train. On passing through this 
province, « transit tax should be 
levied on such goods In accord- 
ance with regulations in order 
that a lorge amount of revenuc 
muy not dwindle. However, 
there may be considerable in- 
convenience felt by the mer- 
chants who are required to pay 
the transit tax in Canton, 
whereas these goods are shipped 
by trains at Kowloon. For the 
sake of convenience to the 
merchants, we have decided to 
establish an office at Shumehun 
for tho special purpose of 
collecting this tax, so that mer- 
chants can pay it at the spot. 
The rate of transit tax on all 
goods wil] be 60°. of the Cus- 
toms duty paid on such goods.” 
Pursuant to the nbove, it has 

been decided that eiTective as from 
the 15th July, 27th Year of the 
Chinese Republic, our offlee at 
Shumehun will begin to function. 

In addition to notifying all con- 
cerned, this proclamation is issued 
with a view to its being noted by 
all Chinese and foreign merchants 
as well. Should they have goods 
forwarded to Hunan and Hankow 
by train from Kowloon hereafter, 
after paying the Customs duty, 
they are requested to send their 
men with funds together with the 
Customs papers to pay the transit 
tax to our office at Shumchun. 

In order to ensure that there 
will be no delay, no objection to 
pay this tax shall be tolerated.

Britain’s 
War Against 
Tuberculosis 


Progress Praised By 
Minister 


Figures showing how England and 
Wales are winning the war against 
tuberculosis were given by Mr. 
Walter Eliot, Minister of Health. 


Mr. Elliot, who is a doclor and a 
former member of the Council of the 
National Association fer the Preven- 
tion of Tuberculasis, was opening the 
usso¢iation’s conference in London. 


He siid that enormous progress 
had been made within the lost 70 
years. S 


Ministry of Health statistics showed 
that between 1857 and 1860 tuber- 
culosis was IciJling 65,000 every year 
in a total poputotion of less than 
20,000,000. At that time the general 
death rate was so terrific that half 
the population never reached the age 
of 40, and only four out of ten 
reached 60. 

To-day the annual deaths were 
down to 28,000, and the death rate 
from tuberculosis was one-fifth of 
eahat It was 70 years ago, 

Mr. Eliot praised the value of 
voluntary effort in the campaign 
against tuberculosis, backing up local 
authorities, which were now spending 
¥£3,500,000 a year on ‘tuberculosis 
schemes, exclusive of loan charges. 

He mentioned us “a fact of very 
great scientific Importance” that for 
more than 20 yenrs no child had 
been born with tuberculosls at the 
Papworth village settlement, a com- 
munity of tubercular people in Came 
pridgeshire under proper medical 
supervision.: : 

This remarkable fact, he said, em- 

nasised the importance of proper 
Pousing, which ‘was: as diMeult a 

roblem in many. rural arens as in 
The industrial districts. ‘ .

‘Fhus if 
a player throws bis dart into the 
vuter ring’ in the IP segment he 
actually counts 38 In the Inner 
ring the value of the throw is 
trebled. Then, In the centre of the 
board is the “bull or “dosser, 
which Is very much Hike 2 bull's-cye 
in rifle shooting, having a ‘bull’ 
and an “outer,” whose values 
50 and 25 respectively. 

There are many forms of the game, 
such as “Round the Clock,” 
“Cricket,” “Shanghai,” and “Shove 
Ha’penny,” but the most usual game 
and that which jis played in all 
tournaments and competilions and 
matches consists of each player 
starting off at 301, 

NO “CLASS” DISTINCTION 

To start scoring or get ‘off’ he 
must first of all land a dart In the 
“double’ section of any number. 
Once he has accomplished thls he 
can score very quickly, subtracting 
all his scores from 301 until he gets 
down to say, 40. As he must finish 
with another “double” he must go 
warily now. The double 20° sug- 
fests Itself, but if he falls and secures 
only a single 20, then he Js trying 
for the double 10. 

Should he by any chance throw 
an odd number he must throw first 
another odd number—neecdless to 
say a small one—because he must 
finish with that dreaded double. 

All of which may sound somewhat 
intricate, but the game fs not quile 
so dificult us it sounds. Apart al- 
together from the skill involved, the 
game calis for ice-cool nerves and a 
quick-thinkingg mathematical brain. 
It is altogether astonishing to sec 
an expert mentally subtracting his 
scores before he plays in order to 
leave himself a convenient “double.” 

Finally, darts is a game which has 
no class distinction. The profession- 
al and business man rubs shoulders 
with the tinker, tallor, soldier, sallor, 
of everyday life—and enjoys himself 
thoroughly.

They never comeback, 

‘Down through the years, from ‘the 
night of May (11,°1900, when Jim 
Corbett tried the first freat “come- 
back,” heavyweight champions—with 
high hopes and stout hearts as their 
major wenpons—have tried to regain 
boxing’s most prized crown. 

All of them failed—some fon oc- 
fore they even got a chance to fight 
again for the crown; othera when 
victory seemed only seconds away. 

“Gentleman Jim’ Corbett, the Son 
Francisco bank clerk and first of the 
fancy dan boxers, twice tried to win 
back the ttle and was defeated. 
“Ruby Bob" Fitzsimmons, Jim Jef- 
fries, the “Big Boller-Maker;” and 
Jack Dempsey, the ring'’s great “idill- 
er’—all first had to be convinced in 
a prize-ring before they’d accept as 
truth the tradition that “they never 
come back.” 

There were others too—Jack Shar- 
key, Jess Willard, Primo Carnera and 
Jack Johnson—who tried to march 
again up the long, hard road to the 
title. But they were-- convinced It 
was a futile job long btfore they; 
reached the flnal step, 

Corbett made the first come back 
attempt on the night of May 11, 1900, 
at the old seaside Athletic Club in 
Coney Island against Jim Jeffrica 
who had won the title from Bob 
Fitzsimmons. Corbett had lost the 
championship to “Fitz” on March 17, 
1897, 

The first Corbett-Jeffrics Nght was 
scheduled for 25 rounds. Foc 22 
rounds Corbett outboxed the heavier

Rumour has it that refugee centres or. cantonments 
or whatever you will, are to be opened in the midst of, 
residential districts of the Colony. If this is so, the 


undesirability cannot be over -emphasised. 


That the 


refugee’ problem must be effectively tackled cannot be 


denied. 


One has only to tour congested districts to 


realise that Hongkong is seriously overcrowded. The 
saturation point has already been passed. Travel along 
Queen’s Road from the Central Market site to its extreme 
western end, and at any hour of the day you will observe 
the side streets packed tight with teeming masses of 
humanity, the like-of which is only comparable with the 
last few nights of the Chinese New Year Fair. 


If the Intention Is to ense this 
overcrowding, in the interest of 
public health, get on with It; but in 
the name of common-sense, don’t 
house the surplus population within 
walking distance of the densely 
populated parts of the Cotony. 

There is plenty of land near the 
border where provision can be made 
for the refugees, where they can 
live In safety and in an euvironment 
conducive to good health, 

lt ahudder to think of! 1 serlous 
fire occurring in some of the districts 
1 have recently visited. Tenements 
are filled to overflowing, and it Is 
high thne that a Hmit should be set 
fo the number of people permitted 
to occupy a room or cubicle. The 
overcrowding is scandalous, and 
must be controlled some time or 
other, [have made ainention — of 
“saturation point.” [ wonder whether 
this aspect has been considered as 
upplled to the Cotony reneratly?

What bout the Chinese 
Government; will there be any as- 
sistance fortheoming + from that 
directlon, or is the Colony to be- 
come the greatest poor-house in the 
world? 

Lat it be remembered that Hong- 
kong docs not possess either the 
resources or the space to shelter 
China's refugees to an unlimited 
extent, and view the matter dis- 
passionately and logically before we 
find ourselves totally unable to cope 
with countless swarms of people who 
can safely find reom within — the 
boundaries of their own vast terri- 
tory.

“Times” Gives Japan

London, duly 28. 

The situation in the Far Hast 
is the subject of an editorial in 
the Times to-day. It declares 
the lull in the European field 
coincides with the opportunity, 
which is almost a necessity, for 
re-examining the British posi- 
tion in the Far East, all threats 
to which, in the course of the 
past year, have arisen from the 
same quarter.

The 
discipline of the Japanese forces on 
the mainland {fs not of a sufficiently 
high standard {invariably to over- 
come the ultra-nationalistic pre- 
judices which have been inflamed by 
antl-British’ propaganda. 

Discussing the possibility of a rapid 
Japanese victory, the Times pays a 
tribute to “the remarkable — skill” 
with which the Yangtse River has 
been used as a line of communica~ 
tion which the Chinese cannot cut, 
And the paper adds it is probably 
merely a matter of time before Han- 
kow falls.

following year, conversations regard- 
ing the proposed commission - were 
held between the Forcign Office and 
the Sovict Embassy.

AIR MAIL 
VASTLY 
INCREASED 


Hongkong Tctal Now 
89,316 Pounds In Year 


A substantial increase in air mall 
reecived und despatched by all alr 
lines during the past year was re- 
yvenled jn the annual report of the 
Postmuster General, Mr, &, I. Wynne- 
Jones, which was tabled before the 
Legislative Counci] this morning. 
The total weight of air mail wag 
89,316 Ibs. as compared with 21,279 
Ibs, in 1936. 


The number of parcels handled 
also showed a large increase over the 
1936 figures, the total in 1937 being 
188,026, compared with 164,482 the 
previous year. This was due to im- 
proved local trade conditions and te 
the diversion to Hongkong services 
of a considerable amount of traffic 
on account of the postal difficulties 
experienced by the Chinese Postal 
Administration during the latter half 
of the year. 

The balance of revenue over the 
expenditure charged against the de- 
partmental vote was $1,489,718. Ex~- 
penditure for 1937 aomounted to 
$797,765 compared with $497,380 in 
1936 while revenue totalled $2,227,- 
473 as against $1,380,823, 


AIR MAIL SUBSIDY 


The increase in expenditure was 
mainly due -to the payment. of the 
alr mail subsidy and the additional 
transit charges payable for the caor- 
riage of air mails.

Government Spokesman 
Tells Of Plans To 


End Discrimination 


London, July 27. | 

Questions affecting China were raised 
during the Foreign Affairs debate in the House 
of Lords to-day, when Lord Snell, leader of the 
Labour Opposition in the House, asked whether 
the Covernment’s decisions with respect to the 
proposed China loan were final or whether they 
might be re-considered, or, alternatively, if any 
help, such as expansion of export credit facilities, 
would be granted. 

Lord Crewe said it seemed to some of them 
that the mere fact that a loan to China could not 
be regarded us yilt-edged security by the 
Exchequer should not necessarily be an over- 
riding consideration if political arguments in its 
favour were sound. 

Lord Elibank said that matters in China had 
been going from bad to worse since he had last 
raised the subject in February, while in Shanghai 
things were still very bad.

Prague, July 27.

After referring to conditions along

Referring to the establishment of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Peiping, 
Lord Elibunie said that the Japanese 
evidently hoped to exhaust China's 
forelgn exchange. 


Since last June the Japanese had 
been forcing Chinese in North China 
to use Federal Reserve Bank notes. 
Not only was this causing infinite 
confusion but It clearly showed an 
attempt to link North Chinn’s cur- 
rency with the yen, as had been done 
in Manchuria, 


Cannot Get Savings 


British subjects in North China 
were serfously afraid that a similar 
lnw to. that in Manchurla was being 
imposed, Those who lived in North 
Chinn and hoped to retire to the 
United Kingdom would not be able 
to leave because they would not be 
able to withdraw their savings, 


Lord Elibank claimed that Great 
Britain had a right to protect her 
own Interests and, wherever these 
were assailed, to take every legitimate 
measure for their protection, '

Urges Reprisals 


“T would like to see the Govern-

From a rcent report jt appeared 
that the British Ambassador, Sir 
Robert Cruigic, hoped for early re- 
medial action, if this hand not al- 


ready been taken. 

Regarding the evasion of Customs 
duties at the Japanese-controlled 
wharves, it hud so far only been 
possible to induce the Japanese to 
agree that regular Customs duties at 
Japancse-controiled wharves should 
be paid on all Japanese commerciul 
eargees, provided the examiners 
were of Jupnnese nationality. 

The British Government is, Lord 
Halifax added, fully alive to the 
difficulties of the situation with re- 
gards to the questions of North 
China currency, .and the dangers 
involved to ‘British trade. 

"The introductlon of Federal 
Reserve Bank notes appears to have 
been a very ill-advised decision from 
every point of view, including that 
of the Japanese Government itself,” 
the Forelgn Secretary said. 

Continuing, Lord Halifax said that

refugee problem must be effectively tackled cannot be 


denied. ..One. has only to 


tour congested districts to 


realise that Hongkong is seriously overcrowded. The 
saturation point has already been passed. Travel along 
Queen’s Road from the Central Market site to its extreme 
western end;-and at any hour of the day you will observe 


the side streets packed tight with teeming masses of 


humanity, the like of which 


is only comparable with the 


last few nights of the Chinese New Year Fair. 


If the intention is to case this 
overcrowding, in the interest of 
public health, get on with it; but in 
the name of common-sense, don’t 
house the surplus population within 
walking distance of the denscly 
populated parts of the Colony. 

There js ‘plenty of Iand near the 
border where provision can be made 
for the refugees, where they can 
live in safety and in an environment 
conducive to good health. 

I shudder to think of a serious 
fire occurring in some of the districts 
I have recently visited. Tenements 
ure filled to overflowing, and it is 
high time that a ilmit should be sct 
to the number of people permitted 
to oceupy na room or cubicle. The 
evercrowding is scandalous, and 
must be controlled some time or 
other. I have made mention of 
“saturation point.” 1 wonder whether 
this aspect has been considered as 
applied to the Colony generally? 

The war will become more of a 
menace tu this Colo.y os the area 
spreads south, and thousands and yet 
thousands of refugees will  seck 
shelter here. Is there not a point 
when a halt must be called? ‘ 

The water problem is enough to 
glve one a nightmare, but added to 
this must be considered the sanitary | 
und police services. I have been told: 
that police have been drafted in! 
from districts not affected by the} 
influx af refugees. in an effort 
effectively to police the overcrowded 
places. I suggest that there Is a 
limit to this also.

Lord Halifax Tells Of 
British Aims 


Lendon, July 27. 
During the debate on Foreign 
Affairs in the House of Lords to~ 
day, Lord Halifax, Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, re- 
ferred at some length to Anglo- 
Italian relations. 


The Foreign Secretary said that 
mischievous questions had been put 
to the effect that the Anglo-Italian 
Agreement had been designed to 
loosen the Rome-Berlin axils, while 
other quarters hinted that the real 
object was to drive a wedge between 
the British and French Governments. 

“A policy based on the hepe of 
driving a wedge between Berlin and 
Rome would be as futile as an 
attempt te divide London and Paris,” 
Lord Halifax declared, 


Regarding Czecho- Slovakia the 
Foreign Sceretary told the House of 
Lords that the problem was to find 
ways and means of conferring sub- 
stantial rights of self-administration 
to the German-speaking population, 
as well as to those of other nationality, 
such as the Poles and Hungarians 
who live within the Czech borders 
and possess Czech citizenship, with- 
out at the same time destroying the 
integrity of Czecho-Slovakta. 


Lord Halifax emphasised that the 
status of Lord Runciman, who will 
visit Czecho-Slovakia as an in- 
dependent observer, was completely 
non-official, and the British Govern- 
ment did not take nny responsibility 
for whatever suggestions he might 
make. 

“Upon the handling of this problem 
depends not only the interest of 
Czecho-Slovakia but the peace of the 
world,” Lord Halifax declared. 


TALKS WITH BERLIN 


During the past few days there 
hnd been certain contacts between 
the British and German Governments 
which the British Government warm- 
ly weleomed, Lord Halifax sald. 

These contacts Ied His Majesty’s 
Government to hope that peaceful 
means would be found for an agreed

Unprovoked Act 


Furious because he had been asked 
by a bus conductor {o show his 
ticket, a 17-year-old student, Ip-Ling, 
used his fists on the man when the 
bus was near the terminus, As a 
result, he was charged with common 
assault when he appeared before 
Mr. K. M. A. Barnett at the Kowloon 
Magistracy this morning. 

Mr, E. S. C. Brooks, representing 
the Kowloon Motor Bus Company, 
asked for a serlous view to be taken 
ag it was an unprovoked and serious 
assault, The bus had been’ delayed 
for one and a half hours and ‘the 
conductor had lost $2.55 of the Com- 
pany's money because of It, 

Ip had boarded the bus, which 
was on the No. 6 Route, near the 
Dairy Farm in Nathan Rond on 
Wednesday. He bought a 3rd class 
10-cent ticket. Because of the lorge 
number of passengers in the bus the 
conductor asked him to show It at 
the Police Training School stop, and 
he became very angry. An argument 
arose, but Ip would not produce his 
ticket. : 

Near the Kowloon City terminus, 
when most of the passengers had 
left, Ip walked up to the conductor, 
pulled out his ticket ond then punch- 
ed him several times in the face and 
chest. 

Saying that if Ip had been five 
years older, he would have sent him 
to gaol, His Worship fined him $16 
and bound him over in $50 for six 
months. He was also ordered to pay 
$21 compensation to the conductor 
and $5 to the Company.

i Habit. vice, amenity—whatever 
you lke te call it—smoking Is 4 
socal phenomenon und should in- 
terest the anthropologist. In the 
year in which the cigarette celebrates 
Its jubilee, the Mass Observationists 
have published exhuustive figures 
and conclusions that show why and 
how people smoke, The greater of 
them are cigarette smokers. 

Roughly hilf the people who smoke 
at all began te do so for imitative 
reasons or in order not to feel “out 
of things’ at social gatherings. 
Forty-three per cent. began because 
they were told not to! They ‘re- 
belled against the ubiquitous 
“Don't” or felt a wish to appear 
Hrown-up. 


To Cover Embarrassment 


Apparently smoking is acquired by 
girls fer more sincere reasons than 
is the cuse with men. Only six per 
cent. of women started in order to 
fee] grown up, as against 31 per cent. 
of the men. Or perhups, men are 
more truthful about their motives! 
Three hundred and thirty-six reports 
from observers all over Britain cast 
un interesting sidelight on the pre- 
sent state of fceling between smok- 
cers and non-smokers. Fourtecn per 
cent, of smokers feel pity for non- 
smokers; 21 per cent. feel admiration; 
17 per cent. feel definite hostility! 
Non-smokers sre ‘obviously of finer 
mould. Twenty-eight per cent. of 
them pity their habit-bound brothers 
and sisters; 13 per cent. {ce] admira-. 
tlon or envy; only it per cent. feel 
hoslillty. Roughly half of smokers 
and half of non-smokers are in- 
different or tolerant towards their 
opposites, 

The well-founded existence of u 
ceremonial exchange of compliments 
is discovered; when members of. the 
two groups mix. Forty-nine .per 
cent, of the smokers and sixty-five 
of the non-smokers have notlecd that 
when a non-smoker declines a 
cigarctte he is often complimented on 
being “free of the smoking habit!” 
As a rule, it is believed, this compll- 
ment is not sincero; it “is meant to 
cover up the embutrassment that 
follows the refusal of a social offer.” 

Three-quarters of the people, over- 
whelmingly men, who smoke most 
when they are alone are pipe-smok- 
ers. Over half the subjects “obser- 
ved” smoke more in company. thon 
when alone. Twenty-six Per cent. 
smoke more when alone. Fourteen 
per cent, know their own minds and 
smoke cqually in cither situation. 

The imitative factor docs not dis- 
appear from smoking after it hag in- 
troduced fresh hosts to the habit. 
This is proved . by a study: of the 
curious usage of tapping the cigarette 
upon a hard object before Hghting it. 
Fifty-four per cent. of observed have 
this habit. “Of these,” 52 per cont, 
place the tapped end in. thelr mouths, 
21 per cent. the untapped end.” 
Twenty-seven: per cent, leave St to 
chance. On tho: face. of it, if: you 
must tap n cigarette, the object 
would appear to bo to toughen. the 
end which you are to place between 
your lps. Obviously, the habit is 
based on almost % 
Srounds. .

Possession of the premises. . 

Yesterday, Wong Ah-chau, weaver 
living at No, 25 Tung: Tau Street, 
sald that on the carly afternoon of 
Apr] 29 last, he saw goods belonging 
to the plaintiff! being removed by a 
large crowd of persons under the de- 
fendant. The goods were thrown 
into the street in a rough manner,

is anxious to avoid. Germany 
and France have apparently 
jumped to the conclusion that 
Britain has ceased to gtand aloof 
from the affairs of Continental 
Europe and is now going to take 
gin active part in their solution. 
Mr, Chamberlain was at some 
pains to point out that Viseount 
Runciman was going to act cn- 
tirely independently; but that 
has not misled Berlin and Paris. 
They believe the British repre- 
sentative is to speak for his 
Government, And who can 
blame them? 


There is really no point in 
pretending to an isolation and 
lack of interest which are both 
equally and obviously impossi- 
ble. Britain is known to be a 
champion of peace and the Jeader 
of the appeasement programme 
in Europe. What is more na- 
tural than that the Government, 
in order to keep a clear view of 
events, and incidentally to pre- 
vent their distortion by the pro- 
paganda of one element or an- 
other, should place a responsible 
and competent man like Vis- 
count Runciman on the spot? 
- French’ approval of such a 
measure was.to be expected. 
But the German approbation 
Wag not quite so certain. The 


‘yfact that Berlin has offered no 


criticism, but,.in fact, has ex- 
pressed the warmest. satisfac- 
tion. at the British move rather 
removes the suspicion that Ger- 
many was not anxious for a set- 
tlement of the Sudeten ques- 
tion.

HAT of the other sup- 
posed danger spot?

Franco cannot clean up that coun- 
try for a tong time. 

Even when he has made an end 
of the enemies who face him he 
hos still to deal with the focs who 
lurk in his rear—some of them in 
his own ranks. The moment he has 
f° hed with Barcelona and Valencia 
the disaffection among his followers 
will find {ts opportunity. 


Franco has taken too much foreign 
assistunce to be a satisfactory leader 
for a Nationalist Spain. He appeals 
to national pride—from behind a 
hedge of foreign bayonets. So his 
appeal is not impressive. 

In the Far Enst I predict thot 
the Japanese will follow a more 
conciliatory policy towards Britain. 
They will do so because they realise 
that it pays them better to share the 
China market with us than to shut 
us out of It altogether, 

If they were proposing to close the 
market to us they would require to 
conquer and hold down all China. 
The job is too big. 

The Germans are just as anxtous 
to use their influzrnce with the 
Japanese to prevent'a complete con- 
quest of China and a complete closure 
of the market to us. For if we were 
shut out, they would be shut out 
too. And the Germans sell half as 
much again to the Chinese as we do. 

Nor would the Germans be pleased 
to see the Japanese, their allies, 
exhausting themselves in an endless 
war and military occupation of 
China. Germany will prefer the 
Japanese to keep thelr hands free 
and their strength undamaged so that 
some day, if need arise, they may 
march against Russia.

A headstone in a_ Chinese 
burial ground apparently mark- 
ing the resting place of some de- 
parted soul was investigated by 
Revenue Officers in the course of 
their work, says the Report of 
thé Superintendent of Imports 
and Exports for 1936, tabled In 
Legislative Council] to-day. 


The gravestone actually marked 
the resting place of a large vessel of 
fermenting: material hidden by 
Chinese engaged In illicit distilling. 
This was but one of many ingenious 
tricks found by the Department in 
unenrthing 183 Illicit stills fast year 
against 99 in 1936. The Report states 
that the consumption of  dutlable 
liquor and nntlve Mquor Incrensed 
considerably. « 

Satisfactory arrangements were 
made with the Director of Air Ser- 
vices for the supply of duty-free 
petrol to aireraft on departure from 
the Colony.

during 1937 amounted to a total 
value of $1,084.4 millions (£66.89 
milllons) as compared with $803.4 
millions (£50.86 millions) in 1936. 
During the final quarter of 1937 a 
certuin umount of cargo originally 
destined for Nerth China ports was 
diverted to the Colony on account of 
the Sino-Japanese hostilities, and a 
considerable proportion of it re- 
mained in storage at the end of the 
year, although a tertain quantity, 
which cannot be cstimated, was 
ultimately disposed of locally and In- 
cluded in local trade returns ac- 
cordingly. It will be scen, that the 
increased trade enjoyed by the Colony 
during 1937 was not entirely duc te 
diverted imports. 

There were exceptional movements 
of Treasure during the year: imports 
totuilled $386.4 milllons, and exports 
$395.2 mililons; ‘largely consisting of 
Chinese silver dollars and silver 
subsidiary coin. 

Despite the large incrense in the 
trade of the Colony during 1937 there 
was a decreased movement of vessels 
entering and leaving the port, urrivals 
totalling 15,883 us compared with 
18,202 in 1936, and sailings 15,890 aa 
compared with 18,716. The decrease 
was mainiy due to fewer coasting 
movements on account of the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities in the Intter part 
of the year.'

Many clubs now have had regula- 
tion boards installed in thelr pre- 
mises fer the amusement of mem- 
bers, and many cafes also have them 
for customers. 

Recently the game took Edinburgh 
by storm. <A year or two ago, darts 
had been little seen North of the 
Tweed, but a few enterprisingg men 
In the licensed trade Installed boards 
in thelr premises und gradually the 
game took hold, slowly at first, but 
with o rush like a river in spate in 
the Inst few months. 

The boom in darts has meant em- 
ployment to many men in England, 
particularly in the wire-making in- 
dustry. Wire is used, of course, to 
outline the segments of the dart 
board, and in many cases to indicate 
the numbers of the segments. 

ORGANISED GAME 

Dan Cupid must naturally be the 
patron saint of the dart game, and 
he really must be astonished at the 
prowess of some of his followers. 
For many years darts has been an 
inseparable part of most English 
taverns, but it is only recently that 
the game has become organised on 
a gigantic scale. In Wales, for 
instance, there is an individual 
ehampionship for which there is an

In the Metropolis there ore 
Leagues with several sections cach, 
and several of the blz newspapers 
devote n whole page per week to 
gossip and results of games. 

Many have found the gume a 
fascinating one and ai welcome 
change from bridge and other card 
games. Boards can be obtained to 
suit any purse and any dwelling- 
place from a bungalow to a mansion.

NOT AN EASY GAME 

One of the attractions of the game 
from the point of view of the fair 
sex is that women can compete on 
un equal footing with men. All that 
is required © 1s a co-ordination of 
Steady eye and wrist and a good 
sense of balance, 

Darts is by no means an_ easy 
game. Anyone who starts off with 
that idea is speedily disillusioned. 
The bourd, for instance, is divided, 
like the lenves of an orange, into 
segments, 20 in all. These in turn

ure divided by two large double ringess, 
The outer of these is the “double” 
and the inner the “treble.” ‘Thus if 
a player throws his dart into the 
outer ring In the 19 segment he 
actually counts 38, In the inner 
ring ithe value of the throw 4s 
trebled. Then, in the centre of the 
board is the “bull” or ‘“dosser,” 
which is very much like 1 bull’s-eye 
in rifle shouting, having a “bull” 
and an “outer,” whose values are 
50 and 25 respecilvely. 

There are many forms of the fame, 
such sas “Round the Clock,” 
“Cricket,” “Shanghai,” and “Shove 
Ha'penny,” but the most usual game 
and that which is played In all 
tournaments und competitions and 
matches consists of each player 
starting off at 301. . 

NO “CLASS” DISTINCTION 

To sturt scoring or get “off” he 
must first of all land a dart in the 
“double” section of any number. 
Once he has accomplished this he 
can score very quickly, subtracting 
alt his scores from 301 until he gets 
down to say, 40. As be must finish 
with another “doubic’ he must go 
warily now. The double 20 sug- 
gests Itself, but if he falls and sccures 
only a single 20, then he 3s trying 
for the double 10. 

Should he by any chance throw 
an odd number he must throw first 
another odd number—neecdless to 
say a small one—becausa he must 
finish with that dreaded double. 

All of which may sound somewhat 
intricate, but the game is not quite 
so difficult as it sounds. Apart al- 
together from the skill involved, the 
fame calls for ice-cool nerves ond a 
quick-thinking mathematical .brain. 
It ts altogether astonishing to see 
an expert mentally subtracting his 
scores before he plays in order to 
leave himself a convenicnt “double.” 

Finally, darts is a game which has 
no class distinction. The profession- 
al and business man rubs shoulders 
with the tinker, tailor, soldier, sallor, 
of everyday life—and enjoys himself 
thoroughly,

other former champions have tried and failed since 1900. Following ‘is 


the first of four articlea by Henry Sup 
describing these comeback campaigns. 


New York, July 10. 

They never comeback. 

Down through the years, from the 
night of May ’11, 1900, when Jim 
Corbett tried the first preat 'come- 
back,” heavywelght champlons—wlth 
high hopes and stout hearts as their 
major weapons—have tried to regain 
boxing’s most prized crown. 

All of them falled—some long oe~ 
fore they even got a chance to fight 
again for the crown; othera when 
victory seemed only seconds away. 

“Gentleman Jim” Corbett, the Son 
Francisco bank clerk and first of’ the 
fancy dan boxers, twice tried to win 
back the title and was defeated. 
“Ruby Bob" Fitzsimmons, Jim Jef- 
fries, the “Ble Boller-Maker;” nnd 
Jack Dempsey, the ring’s preat “IdH- 
er’—~all first had to be convinced in 
a prize-ring before they'd accept as 
truth the tradition that “they never 
come back.” 

There were others too—Jnck Shar- 
key, Jess Willard, Primo Carnera and 
Jack Johnson—who tried to march 
again up the long, hard road to the 
title. But they were convinced It 
was a futile job long before they 
reached the final step. . 

Corbett made the first come back 
attempt on the night of May 11, 1900, 
at the old seaside Athletic Club In 
Concy Island against Jim Jeffries 
who had won the title frum Bob 
Fitzsimmons, Corbett had Jost the 
champlonship to “Fitz” on March 17, 
1897, 

The first Corbett-Jeffries fight was 
scheduled for 25 rounds. For 22 
rounds Corbett autboxed the heavier 
Jeffrics. In the 23rd round it look~ 
ed as if Corbett would get the 
decision. But, with victory in 
his grasp, Corbett ran into a wild left 
hook which landed on his chin and 
put him out, 

On July 25, 1902, in San Francisco, 
Fitzsimmons tried a comeback agalnst 
deffries, The bout was held in a 
circus tent before a crowd of 10,000 
and Fitzsimmons led for seven rounds 
and he looked like the winner, But 
again Jeffrles rallied, brought home 
a left to the liver in the cighth round 
and ended the second of the ring’s 
great comebacks. 

Corbett, who had retired, began to 
dream about winning back the title. 
He went back into trainIng and was 
re-matched with Jeffries for. Aug. 14, 
1903, ig San Francisco, “Gentleman 
Jim” still had cnough of his ‘uld-time 
speed left to travel at a high rate 
for flve rounds. Then he tired and 
after being knocked down twice in 
the tenth round his seconds threw in 
the spongs. 


JEFFRIES FAILS

to o plea for a “White Hope” who

There Is 
a crew of three nboard the plane. - 

The plone's position was given as 
“over Fort Bayard” when the wea- 
ther beenme worse... It is considered 
that the pilot was flying blind, as 
Fort Bayard is not half-way to 
Hongkong and the normal time for 
the journey Is well under six hours. 

The arrival of the plane at Hanot 
had not been reported to Hongkong 
by noon. 

It is not considered that the planc 
will try to make the Might again to- 
day as conditions are unsultable. 

The flight was to have been made 
yesterday but, owing to the weather, 
was postponed until to-day. 

The. fillght is the third of three 
similar trial filghts, from Hanoi prior 
to the inauguration of the regular 
Air France service, scheduled to start 
on August 3, 

The second flight from Hanoi which 
was made last Wednesday weck was 
made through a typhoon and the 
pilot flew blind for over an hour 
over the Gulf of Hanoi.
